PARIS, Nov. 26-—-Violent artill- 
ery activity is continuing in the Ver- 
dun region east of the Mense, where 
the French are organizing the 
ground they captured yesterday to 
the north of Hill 344. . 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—The Ger- 
mans have not repeated their at- 
tacks on the Bourlon position west 
of Cambrai since their failure of 
yesterday, Field Marshal Haig an-

British troops have captured the 
high ground in Bourlon Wood and 
now dominate the region about Cam- 
vrai. - The success came after two 
days of the most vicious fighting 
and its importance is indicated in 
part by the fact that German traffic 
southeast from Cambrai has been 
heavy, the probability beirg that the 
civil population of the town has 
been removed,

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- A CRYING NEED 


The News has time and again called at- 
tention to the faet that over a thousand 
men work in Richmond who live elsewhere 
and spend every dollar of their earnings 
elsewhere, and has sought to help alleviate 
this condition, but it still exists to an 
alarming extent. © 

We interviewed the Jarge employers of 
labor and found that while they were will- 
ing to co-operate they were in a measure 
powerless because there were no houses in 
Richmond for these men to live in. We 
then went to the big real estate men and 
asked them if they would not build honses 
and sell the lot and the house to these work- 
men on long time and easy monthly pay- 
ment, about the same as rent prices, and 
they said they would but'would have to 
have help from the banks as to finance. 
Then we went to the banks, and they said 
they would so-operate if prices on the real- 
ty were made right. 

Finally we brought the whole matter up 
before the Chamber of Commerce, with the 
result that a committee was appointed, con- 
sisting of three large employers of labor, 
three large realty operators and the three 
bankers, which committee was to get to- 
gether and see if the problem could not be 
worked. 

What, if anything, this committee did, or 
conclusion, if any, it ever arrived at, we are 
unable to state, as no meeting of the Cham- 
ber cf Commerce has been held since, and if 
the committee ever reported to the direc- 
tors it has never been made public. 

At any rate, nothing has been done to in- 
telligently grapple with this alarming sit- 


uation, which damages our whole eom- 


munity to the extent of many millions 
every year, and ‘might at least in part be al- 
leviated. San Francisco and Oakland 
have solved this riddle, and any reputable 
working man who has a steady job can buy 
himself a home and pay for it at the same 
rate he formerly paid in rent. This ought 
to be true in Richmond, but it is not. 

Even small communities are attending ‘to 
this vital matter, as witness the following 
from the Pittsburg Post: 

‘<The Hooper Company, who own a coi- 
siderable portion of the undeveloped res. 
idenee property in this city are very de- 
sirous of disposing of building sites for 
homes, providing this property will pass 
direct into the hands of residence home- 
owners. As an inducement to the buying 
of homes, the big company offers to build 
any type of house desired by the purchaser 
of a lot, an sell the whole on easy pay- 
ments. The house goes with the lot, on 
terms that any wage-earner can meet. 
Now, this an opportunity that should at- 
tract much attention. The custom of pay- 
ing rent is an expensive one, with nothing 
to show for it except ‘‘receipts.’’ The 
money expended in this way will in time 
pay for the property which represents a 
nice saving, and an independence that 
every individual enjevs.”’ 


A CANDID ADMISSION 


The Byron Times, heretofore against the 
tominger bill and most everything else cal- 
culated to restriet rum, correctly reads the 
handwriting on the wall and has this to say 
about it.

It 
provideg for the sale of light wines and 
beer in hotels, restaurants and cafes be- 
tween the hours of 11 a. m. and 9 p. m., 
with meals, and package goods by liquor 
stores. The saloons of California are ap- 
parently doomed. The handwriting has 
been on the wall for some time. ~ The Rom- 
inger measure to be voted on next year 
gives a lease of life till June, 1919. It 
would be well for the owners to prepare for 
the inevitable. The result is a foregone 
conclusion. Two years later absolute pro- 
hibition may follow.’’
